Miscellaneous 


The Jockey Club last week re-elected its 
officers: George D. Widener, chairman: 
Ogden Phipps. vice chairman; James Cox 
Brady. secretary-treasurer; Marshall Cas- 
sidy, executive secretary and assistant 
treasurer; and Calvin Rainey. assistant 
secretary. Joseph Walker Jr. replaced John 
A. Morris on the board of stewards. Other 
stewards are John C. Clark. John W. 
Hanes. Gerard S. Smith, Alfred G. Van- 
derbilt. F. S. Von Stade. and Widener. 
Phipps. and Brady. 


Jockey Raymond ‘Tingley told local 
police last week that 4 men had severely 
beaten him because they had lost money 
on a horse he had ridden at Hialeah Park. 
He said his assailants threatened to kill 
him if he did not pay them the money they 
had lost. Police arrested the men. all from 
New England. 


For his unruly fillies trainer Frank 
Merrill Jr. is using a white mink shadow 
roll. “It's probably the dearest bridle 
anywhere,” Merrill said last week in Flor- 
ida. “I think it may give them a feeling 
of superiority when they run against other 
fillies with just plain bridles.” 


Calumet Farm trainer Jimmy Jones. dis- 
cussing unsoundness with a Daily Racing 
Form writer: “I do not think it so much a 
question of good breeding as adequate 
breeding farms and farm policies. Many 
of the farms . .. which have been devoted 
to raising bloodstock for generation on 
generation have become ‘horse poor.’ . . 
Instead of a mare for every 15 acres it 
is becoming so there are almost 15 mares 
to the acre. Many of the large farms of 
a few years ago have been cut up into 
small units. This increases the danger of 
poor nutrition and_ parasites.” 


As a result of a negative report from 
a Jockey Club committee headed by George 
M. Humphrey. the question of redefining 
the term stakes race and/or defining a 
classic race for American purposes has 
been postponed indefinitely. In dismissing 
the committee. Marshall Cassidy advised 
the members that George D. Widener. 
chairman of The Jockey Club, “is in agree- 
ment with Mr. Humphrey’s recommenda- 
tion that this matter should be laid aside 
for the time being.” 


Off-Track Betting 


Still plugging an old theme. New York 
City Mayor Robert Wagner and Robert 
W. Dowling. chairman of the Mayor's 
Committee for Legalized Off-Track Bet- 
ting. told television audiences that the 
public had a right to government-super- 
vised off-track wagering facilities. 

Interviewed by a local television station. 
Dowling predicted that legalized off-track 
wagering would be a fact within 2 years. 
He said that if up-state Republicans, who 
had blocked the bill in the state legisla- 
ture, took a referendum in their home dis- 
tricts they would find a substantial ma- 
jority in favor of the measure. 

He found no moral issue at stake. 
“Gambling is not a sin.” he said. “It is 
an amusement.” 

Wagner. appearing with California Gov. 
Pat Brown and British Laborite H. S. 
Crossman on an Edward R. Murrow pro- 
gram, took a similar line. He said that the 
public’s desire to gamble. since it could 
not be overcome. should be used to benefit 
the community. Various polls, including 
those taken by hostile newspapers, had 
proved that 85 per cent of the people 
favored legalized off-track betting, he said. 
And if authorities were freed of policing 
the community for cases’ of illegal gam- 
bling. more time could be spent on crime 
prevention. 

The mayor compared prohibitions 
against betting to those against drinking. 
“And everyone knows that Prohibition 
didn’t work.” he said. 

Crossman, on Wagner's side, said that 
the British Parliament now was trying to 
reconcile the law and the public’s desire to 
wager on sporting events. It seemed to 
him foolish to continue in force statutes 
prohibiting most forms of gambling while 
the public and the authorities considered 
gambling quite a natural human behavior. 

Brown approached the issue on economic 
grounds, contending that gambling was an 
insidious habit which, in many instances, 
deprived families of the necessities of life. 
He did not think the people of California 
were crying for off-track facilities, and he 
did not believe it was the government’s 
function to encourage them in the activity. 

The governor of California asked the 
mayor of New York how much the city 
would realize from off-course wagering. 
and Wagner explained that from a 15 per 
cent take-out the city and state each would 
get 7 per cent and the race association 
would get 1 per cent. 

“Well. the bettors certainly aren't going 
to make any money with that kind of a 
take cut.” Brown said. 
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on the importance

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Evolution of the Jackpot 


It was on March 5, 1865, that Joseph 
Oller’s voitures des poules made their first 
appearance at the Hippodrome de La 
Marche at Paris. Horse-players gathered 
and discovered that they had been pro- 
vided with new equipment for an old 
game. Instead of drawing the names of 
horses from a hat, they bought numbered 
tickets from the men on the wagons, then 
watched a wheel spin to determine the 
horse corresponding to each number. After 
the race was over, the holders of tickets 
on the winner collected the entire pool, 
less 5 per cent for M. Oller and his staff. 

When the operation came to the atten- 
tion of the French courts, the voitures des 
poules were ruled off the course, so to 
speak, on the ground that they were oper- 
ating lotteries—a charge which required 
no extraordinary amount of legal skill to 
establish. 

Oller’s wagons returned to the track in 
1869, and this time they were to begin the 
processes of a revolution in the ancient 
sport of horse racing. The horses no 
longer were assigned by lot. The player 
chose the horse he wished to back, and 
after the race the pool, minus commission, 
was divided among the holders of winning 
tickets. Thus the pari mutuel, or mutual 
bet, was instituted. 

In 1874 the French courts declared paris 
mutuels illegal, holding that they violated 
the anti-lottery statute of 1836. In 1887 the 
decision was reversed, and mutual betting 
has remained popular in France ever since, 
providing the principal financial support 
of French racing, although a state lottery 
now gives an assist in raising the endow- 
ment of the Prix de l’Are de Triomphe to 
a huge figure. 

Mutuel betting came to the United 
States in the early 1870’s. with its racks 
of hand-operated clickers for summing the 
wagers on each horse and its decks of 
serially numbered tickets dispensed by 
hand. The “iron men” proved less pop- 
ular than bookmaking. a fixed-odds system 
imported from England about the same 
time. and ever since, when there lias been 
free competition between the bookmaker 
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and the mutuels, the bookmaker has 
proved to be the better mousetrap. 


In competition with auction pools and 
bookmakers, the iron men gradually fell 
into disuse. They had been rusting in 
storage for nearly 20 years when a crisis 
at Churchill Downs moved Matt Winn to 
resurrect them for action in the spring of 
1908. The bookmaker had been declared 
illegal in Kentucky; the mutuels survived 
court action, and in the absence of compe- 
tition they thrived. 


The late Alex B. Gordon used to remark 
that only one improvement in racing had 
been achieved during his lifetime: the 
fiber skull cap for jockeys. He was even 
unwilling to concede that the totalizator 
was an improvement over the iron men; 
the tote, as far as he was concerned, had 
only compounded an iniquity by mechan- 
izing it. 

Like most players, Alex Gordon wanted 
the odds fixed at the time he made a bet. 
The only thing fixed about the mutuels 
was the size of the take-off, and he didn’t 
like that, either. Mutuel betting had its 
disadvantages in the U. S., not only for 
the player, but for the racing program, in 
which it tended to substitute quantity for 
quality, 6 furlongs for 12, and claiming 
races for everything, including the intelli- 
gence of the racing secretary. Neverthe- 
less it provided better race tracks and 
better purses than bookmakers ever did—- 
or ever will. 

Other countries have managed to bene- 
fit from the advantages of mutuel pools 
without submitting to their disadvantages. 
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In France, where the method originated, 
the architects of racing have held stead- 
fastly to the classic lines of the true sport, 
and in numerous other areas the French 
Turf, with its insistence on the pre-emin- 
ence of the stayer and the middle-distance 
horse and with its scorn of the selling 
race, is accepted as the model of good 
racing. 

In England, where Thoroughbred racing 
itself orginated, the question has not been 
resolved, but perhaps it is about to be 
faced more squarely than usual. In his 
presidential address to the Thoroughbred 
Breeders’ Association meeting at Newmar- 
ket in December, the Hon. J. J. Astor said: 


“In this respect [maintenance of British 
eminence in bloodstock breeding], the 
most important feature of the year has 
been the publication of the Betting Bill, 
which seeks not only to do away with cer- 
tain social injustices, but also to strengthen 
the position of the Tote... . 


“Even with good management and in- 
genuity necessary for success in any large- 
scale commercial undertaking, the Tote 
will not be able to contribute substantially 
to the Turf if it has to compete with book- 
makers, who are not only already in the 
field, but who do not carry similar finan- 
cial obligations to racing and_ breeding. 
(Hear-hear.) 

“The future pattern of the British Turf. 
affecting the public and all concerned 
with breeding and racing, rests on the 
findings of the Committee under the Chair- 
manship of Sir Leslie Peppiatt. . . .” 

If Great Britain decides to exclude the 
bookmaker in order to gain the full advant- 
age of the tote, Australia may follow suit. 
The shadow of Joseph Oller and his jack- 
pots will have stretched around the world. 

The National Association of State 
Racing Commissioners has made no pro- 
vision, in the agenda of its March 5 ses- 
sion at Mexico City, to commemorate the 
95th anniversary of Oller’s pool wagons, 
from whose grandson, the totalizator, they 
derive their offices. But they have time to 
look ahead to the centenary of an institu- 
tion which, for better and for worse, has 
become the most important influence in 
racing.

*Tomy Lee had been retired from racing 
and would enter the stud this year at L. P. 
Doherty’s Stallion Station. Lexington. 

The horse’s fee will be $5,000. payable 
on September 1, 1960, if the mare is in 
foal. However, in order to assure the horse 
of an adequate book in his first season, the 
charge will be $3,500 for mares not more 
than 10 years old which have won stakes 
or have produced stakes winners. 

*Tomy Lee was to arrive in Lexington 
on or about March 1. 

Turner bought the English-bred son of 
*Tudor Minstrel—* Auld Alliance at New- 
market in the fall of 1956 for the equiv- 
alent of $6.762. and early in his 2-vear-old 
season trainer Frank Childs proclaimed 
the colt the fastest he had ever handled. 


Although troubled by splints. for which 
he was fired in the middle of his first 
campaign, *Tomy Lee in 1958 won 6 of 
his 8 races and at season’s end was second 
only to First Landing in the Experimental 
Free Handicap. After an undefeated cam- 
paign in California, where he won the 
Haggin. Charles S. Howard. and Starlet 
Stakes and the Del Mar Futurity, he was 
sent to the East Coast. where First Landing 
beat him a neck in the Champagne Stakes 
(*Tomy Lee was moved back to third for 
bothering Intentionally) and a head in the 
Garden State Stakes. After these engage- 
ments the colt was fired for the second 
time, and Childs pledged that *Tomy Lee 
would “go gunning” for First Landing 
again in the spring. 

At Santa Anita in the winter of 1959 
*Tomy Lee was second in the San Vicente 
Stakes and San Felipe Handicap. and 
missed the Santa Anita Derby because of 


a stone bruise. Sent to Kentucky, he beat 
Dunce a half-length in Keeneland’s Blue 
Grass Stakes. then won the Kentucky 
Derby after a furious duel with Sword 
Dancer. 

*Tomy Lee was returned to California 
after the Derby. and on June 13, minus 
the services of jockey Bill Shoemaker, who 
that day was riding Sword Dancer to vic- 
tory in the Belmont Stakes, the colt ran 
the worst race of his career, finishing 
unplaced to Silver Spoon in the Cinema 
Handicap. It was after this race that Turn- 
er, angry because Shoemaker had chosen 
the other mount, threatened to sell all of 
his horses and leave the sport. *Tomy 
Lee did not leave his barn until December 
29, when he returned to competition with 
a front-running victory in a 6-furlong race 
at Santa Anita Park. 

The colt started twice this year before 
his retirement, finishing fourth to Clan- 
destine, *Ole Fols, and Finnegan in the 
7-furlong San Carlos Handicap and un- 
placed to First Landing in the 114-mile 
Santa Anita Maturity. He retired with 10 
victories in 17 races and with earnings 
of $382.117.

FLORIDA 


Good Conditions—for *Amerigo 


Miami. “Absurd. ridiculous.” said Arn- 
old Winick, trainer of *Tudor Era. 

“I’m not about to run my horse at the 
weights,” said W. R. (Bob) White. trainer 
of Noble Sel. 

“There’s a lot of ways you can lose a 
horse race.” said Harris Brown, trainer 
of *Amerigo. But there was small conso- 
lation in this for the others who intended 
to compete for the $75,000-added Hialeah 
Turf Cup. 

Winick and White were bugged by the 
quaint allowance conditions, which per- 
mitted *Amerigo to go to the post with 
only 114 pounds. White’s horse would not 
run, but Winick’s would. 


“Sure, my horse can beat “Amerigo to- 
morrow.” Winick said on the eve of the 
stakes. “All *Amerigo has to do is fall 
down. Mr. Herff is a sportsman. He wants 
to see his horse run. That’s the only reason 
he'll be in there.” 

There was some justification for the 
complaints. In the Bougainvillea Turf 
Handicap, 3 weeks previously. Noble Sel 
had won by a neck from *Tudor Era. 
which had a head over the fast-closing 
*Amerigo. The latter had been blocked 
twice trying to get through on the hedge 
and generally was considered best in the 
race, 

*Amerigo and *Tudor Era each had 
carried 126 in the Bougainvillea. and Noble 
Sel had 110. In the Turf Cup. however. 
weights were based on money won only on 
grass. “Amerigo, because he had not won 
$35.000 on turf in 1959. took off 12 pounds. 
“Tudor Era. which had won more than 
that amount. stayed at 126. Nobel Sel 
would have had to carry 121, a switch in 
weight of 25 pounds against a horse he had 
beaten only a neck and a head in his last 
start. 

Real Sister. the only filly in the race, 
was assigned 81 pounds—until racing sec- 
retary Charles McLennan discovered that 
the minimum weight in Florida was 101 
pounds. At that, Real Sister could have 
got in with 96, with a 5-pound allowance 
for her sex. The lightest jockey on the 
grounds was 101-pound Mike Kay. The 
whole business was pointless, anyway: 
Real Sister finished eighth in a $12.000 
claiming race the day before the Turf 
Cup. 

Gene Mori, president of Hialeah, took 
cognizance of the situation and announced 
that henceforth the Turf Cup would be

INTERNATIONAL AT B. A. 


The race for which Harris Brown 
plans to fly *Amerigo to Buenos Aires 
is the Gran Premio Internacional 25 de 
Mayo, to be run Sunday, May 29, over 
a distance of 2,400 meters at weight for 
age. Specified expenses of the invited 
participants will be paid. The winner 
earns 10 million pesos, or about $122,- 
000; second, $30,500; third, $18,200; 
fourth, $7,280; fifth, $3,640; sixth, 
$1,213. 

The scale of weights begins at 134 
pounds for 5-year-olds and upward and 
allows for hemispheric differences in 
age for younger horses. Four-year-olds 
foaled in the southern hemisphere carry

Brown said that. after his California en- 
gagements. *Amerigo would return to 
Florida to run in the Gulfstream Park 
Handicap on March 19, then would be 
flown to Buenos Aires to run in a rich 
race on the turf course at San Isidro. 

“T Jike that South American thing.” 
Brown said. “They pay you all the way 
back to sixth place in that one.” 

Guerin seemed stunned when he came 
back to weigh in. He had not expected 
*Rafty to turn in such a game effort. 
*Rafty had finished sixth. beaten 11 
lengths, in an allowance race the previ- 
ous Saturday and had not been in the 
money in more than a year. 

“Gee.” Guerin said, “he ran a beautiful 
race, just beautiful. We had dead-aim on 
that horse. I thought we had him. But we 
couldn't get by him. This horse’s feet 
have been giving him trouble. He really 
took to that soft track today.” 

Hartack said he would like to ride 
*Amerigo in his California races if it 
could be arranged. But he is committed to 
ride Bourbon Prince in the Flamingo 
Stakes, on February 27, the date of the 
Santa Anita Handicap.

Venerable Sunny Jim Fitzsimmons. com- 
pletely recovered from a siege of asthma. 


was feeling “better than I have in 3 years” 
on February 10, when he sent out Wheat- 
ley table’s Progressing in the eighth race 
at Hialeah. The race was at 1,'g miles. 

Greek Page won. equaling the track 
record. Progressing made a good run on 
the backside. then fell back to finish 
fourth. As Hedley Woodhouse pulled him 
up, Progressing suddenly broke down. 
Woodhouse jumped off, held the colt by 
the reins. Progressing was unable to put 
down his near fore foot. 

Track veterinarian E. D. Clawson ex- 
amined Progressing as he waited for the 
horse ambulance to arrive. His report was 
a sombre one. 

“It’s almost a sure thing we'll have to 
destroy him.” Clawson said. “The ankle 
is shattered. and he has a compound frac- 
ture of the sesamoid and cannon bone.” 

John Fitzsimmons, Sunny Jim’s son and 
right-hand man. walked grimly up the 
track to the club house turn. Progressing 
was placed in the ambulance and taken to 
Mr. Fitz’s barn. He was destroyed later 
that evening. 

“It's a hard thing to take.” Mr. Fitz said 
the next day. “but it’s happened before. 
It’s a part of this business. The horse was 
going completely sound. too. Well. maybe 
Highland Chief can do it for me. But he’s 
got his troubles, too.”

NEW JERSEY 
Considers State Ownership 


Gov. Robert B. Meyner. worried that 
competition from other states might ad- 
versely affect his own state’s revenue from 
Thoroughbred and harness racing. this 


Mrs. Tilyou Christopher, owner of *Amerigo, received the Hialeah Turf Cup 
from John S. Knight, publisher of the Miami Herald. With them were trainer 
Harris Brown and jockey Bill Hartack. *Amerigo now was to go to California. 
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week proposed that New Jersey give seri- 
ous consideration to how to meet the chal- 
lenge.

courses open: 

1. Acquire the state’s 3 running tracks, 
Garden State Park, Monmouth Park, and 
Atlantic City, and operate them on a non- 
profit basis along the lines of the New 
York Racing Association. 

2. Require 9-race programs at the Thor- 
oughbred tracks. 

3. Extend the Thoroughbred season.

The governor said his personal counsel 
would study the problem with State Treas- 
urer John A. Kervick and the New Jersey 
State Racing Commission.

Bagdad's 9 Furlongs 


Los ANGELEs. Of all the races leading 
up to the Santa Anita Handicap. the most 
important by far is the $50.000-added San 
Antonio Handicap at one milé and a fur- 
long. It comes 2 weeks before the bigger 
race, and usually establishes the favorite. 

This season’s San Antonio had every- 
thing that a great race should have—an 
excellent field. 2 solid favorites (Meadow 
Stable’s First Landing and Howard B. 
Keck’s Bagdad). and a truly dark-horse 
contender in the invader from Ireland. 
Lawrence Pollock’s and Ronald Bond‘s 
*Promulgation. 

From these ingredients came a clear- 
cut. decisive victory for Bagdad. leaving 
no doubt which horse will rule the favorite 
for the Santa Anita Handicap on February 
27. The brown son of Double Jay defeated 
First Landing by more than 2 lengths, with 
How Now third. 

*Promulgation was ninth, beaten a little 
more than 12 lengths. There is no doubt 
but that he is going to be an excellent 
horse in time, but right now he is very 
green. As a 2-year-old, *Promulgation 
raced only 4 times before his purchase by 
trainer Carl, (Slim) Roles for $80,000. A 
blood condition. and some leg trouble, kept 
him from the races for 2 years. About 2 
weeks before the San Antonio, Roles final- 
ly got *Promulgation into competition, and 
he won an excellent sprint in 1:09%4. 

Roles would have liked an easier spot 
for *Promulgation’s next race, but there 
was no other place to run him but the 
San Antonio. So, if he was going to be 
ready for the Santa Anita Handicap. Roles 
had to send him against the toughest horses 
at the track, and though *Promulgation 
did not place he indicated that he would 
be one of the very best we have-—but later 
on. 

Bagdad. with Willie Shoemaker in the 
saddle. saved ground along the rail and

In the Santa Anita Maturity, Bagdad was beaten 
a half-length by First Landing, which survived a 
claim of foul lodged by Linmold’s jockey. The films 
indicated that Linmold had been at fault and_ it 
was Bagdad which had suffered most. 

There was no such squeeze in the San Antonio 
Handicap. Bagdad raced on the inside, 2 to 3 
lengths off the pace for the first half-mile, moved 
up on the far turn, and in the final furlong went 
around the favored First Landing and How Now 
to win by better than 2 lengths. Second choice, he 
paid $7. 

Foaled May 5, 1956, at A. B. Hancock Jr.’s 
Claiborne Farm, Paris, Ky., Bagdad was the first 
American-bred foal of *Bazura, which Hancock 
had leased from Sir Victor Sassoon. (Patrick Cal- 
houn Jr.. Goshen, Ky., late last year purchased 
*Bazura and 13 other mares with their leases from 
Sassoon, and re-sold a half-interest in *Bazura to 
Hancock.) 

The colt won a division of the Lafayette Stakes 
at Keeneland in April, 1958, and about a month 
later Hancock sold him to Howard B. Keck, for 
whom Bagdad won the San Mateo and Children’s 
Hospital Handicaps and finished third the 
Del Mar Futurity. 

Last year Bagdad was third in the Debonair 
Stakes. then was sent East, where he finished third 
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in the Withers Stakes, second in the Peter Pan 
Handicap, and second in the Belmont Stakes. Re- 
turned to California, he won the Hollywood Derby, 
after which he was again shipped to the East 
Coast. In 4 other races his only placing was a 
second in the Bernard Baruch Stakes at Saratoga. 

This year he had finished second to *Ole Fols 
in the Malibu Stakes and second to First Landing 
in the Maturity. 

With Bagdad’s victory in the 1959 Hollywood 
Derby, Hancock began sharing in the colt’s earn- 
ings. The sales contract had stipulated that, after 
Bagdad won a specified sum, the breeder would be-

Safety Suggestion 


In the past few years several things 
have been employed horse racing 
against injury. such as the safety helmet 
which has undoubtedly saved many lives. 
for example. Eddie Arcaro’s when he rode 
Black Hills in the Belmont, and on a 
very good friend of mine, jockey Alfred 
Crow, in a morning mishap at Hazel Park. 
The outriders, gatemen, and the film pa- 


trol are alse great safety factors. These 
things not only help the jockey and the 
horse but racing itself, as a mishap in a 
race can spoil the day’s enjoyment for 
many people in the stands. 

Now getting back to safety, | have a 
suggestion to offer. I think a safety device 
such as that used in auto racing would 
be an asset to horse racing and morning 
workouts. If the track would put up green 
and yellow lights at each end of the track 
so the jockey or exercise boy could tell 
conditions ahead it would be another great 
aid to safety. 

How many times. especially in the morn- 
ing. do loose horses come charging down 
the wrong way of the track?

was able to slip into fourth place rounding 
the first turn. From then on. he was never 
in danger of losing. Shoemaker bided his 
time down the backstretch. content to have 
*Promulgation, Civic Pride. and How Now 
battle for the lead. At the half-mile-pole. 
Bagdad was about 3 lengths in front of 
First Landing. 

At that point. Shoemaker left the rail 
with Bagdad and prepared to go around 
the leaders. Right on his heels. and run- 
ning strongly, was First Landing. The 2 
closed in on the leaders. with First Land- 
ing following virtually in Bagdad’s hoof- 
prints. 


At the quarter-pole. Bagdad had_ his 
head in front. and at the top of the home- 
stretch his margin was a length. Once in 
the clear, he cut over to the rail. with First 
Landing at his flanks and still charging 
strongly. But that was as close as First 
Landing ever got. because Bagdad, re- 
sponding courageously to  Shoemaker’s 
skillful riding. began drawing away in the 
final furlong. His time for the mile and an 
eighth was 1:4815 

In the Maturity, First Landing. in re- 
ceipt of 2 pounds, had defeated Bagdad 
by half a length. In the San Antonio, First 
Landing gave one pound to Bagdad (124 
to 123). 

Immediately after the San Antonio, Shoe- 
maker. who had been undecided between 
Bagdad and *Promulgation. announced 
that he would ride Bagdad in the Santa 
Anita Handicap. “Looking back on_ it 
now.” he said, “I’m sure that Bagdad 
would have won the Maturity if only he 
had had another race under his belt.” 
Bagdad had been held out of the San 
Fernando Stakes because of the gummy 
track. and he had had only one race. at 
7 furlongs. before the Maturity. , 


Substitution 


The big news in mid-week was the an- 
nouncement that Bill Winfrey. one of the 
most capable trainers in the sport. was 
taking charge of Bellehurst Stable’s War- 
fare. He relieves Hack Ross. who helped 
foal Warfare. and then made him into the 
2-vear-old champion of 1959. 

Winfrey's first job was to announce that 
Warfare had some surface injury in the 
region of his ankles. While not of a last- 
ing nature. it will retard Warfare’s train- 
ing long enough to keep him out of the 
Santa Anita Derby on March 5. 

Winfrey plans to ship Warfare to Flor- 
ida soon. and point the charcoal gray colt 
for the Florida Derby. That will be 
his first major race before going on to 
Louisville for the Kentucky Derby. and 


then he will be sent after the other 3-year- 
old classics, 
Nothing would suit Winfrey better than 


to saddle Warfare to win the Kentucky 
Derby. This would make up for Native 
Dancer. 

Out in California, Winfrey is regarded 
as just about the best trainer there is. 
Racing fans remember his success with 
Next Move. Bed 0° Roses. Social Outcast. 
and Find. The slogan when Bill saddles a 
horse is. “Win With Winfrey!” More often 
than not. it’s a good hunch to follow.

The Otash Case 


Los ANGELES. Private detective Fred 
Otash. 38. convicted in Los Angeles County 
Superior Court of conspiracy to dope a 
race horse. was sentenced to 6 months in 
county jail as a condition of 5 years pro- 
bation. 

Judge Leroy Dawson gave a similar sent- 
ence to Otash’s confederate. Donald Potter. 
28. who already is under sentence for a 
jewel robbery. 

According to trial testimony, Otash lost 
$6.000 when a horse named Wonder Boy 
ran out of the money at Santa Anita Park 
last vear. despite efforts to stimulate it 
into a winning performance. 

In an attempt to gain leniency, Otash 
cited his record in the Marine Corps and 
on the Los Angeles City police force. He 
gave as a reference in his probation re- 
quest John H. Hansen, agent for the 
Thoroughbred Racing Protective Bureau. 

In the probation report. Hansen said 
that Otash, once seeking a job with the 
TRPB. had said that 2 of the nation’s lead- 
ing jockeys were “crooked.” If hired by 
the TRPB, Otash proposed to document 
his charges by use of secret recording and 
wire-tapping devices. 

Hansen said the TRPB “flatly rejected” 
Otash’s proposal. Of the “crooked” 
charges, Hansen commented, “This is ri- 
diculous.” 

Included in conditions of the probation 
were those that Otash reside only in ap- 
proved places. not own race horses. not 
wager on such contests. and stay away 
from race tracks during the 5-year period. 

Arthur C. Crowley. attorney for Otash. 
gave notice of appeal and arranged for 
his client’s release on $5.000 bail. W.

MICHIGAN 
Bigger Features 


Detroit. Hazel Park Race Course. the 
prosperous five-furlong suburban track 
which had resisted rising feature purses 
for so many years, is ready to fall in step 
with most of the nation’s tracks this season. 

Along with some horsemen, Hazel Park 
president Richard Connell had looked dis- 
approvingly upon such races as the $50.- 
0CO-added Michigan Mile and the $50,000- 
added Michigan Sweepstakes at the rival 
Detroit Race Course. These big races were 


$100,000a, 3 up, 


worth 4 and 5 times any other purse offer- 
ed at the meeting. 

Connell felt that, since the Detroit tracks 
at times were hard put to maintain a $2,000 
minimum, the money would be better spent 
by spreading it around so that more horse- 
men would share in it. 

This idea, however, did not take into 
consideration that “Michigan Mile Day” 
was the highlight of the Detroit Thorough- 
bred season and that the occasion usually 
saw records fall at the gate and at the 
mutuel windows. In every way, the big 
races paid their way. 

Hazel Park held fast to its ceiling of a 
$10,000 purse until 1958, when 2 $15,000 
races were scheduled. Then, belatedly. a 
Michigan Derby was introduced for a 
$20.000 purse and the home-owned Hills- 
dale won it. 

Last year Connell came up with the 
surprise suggestion that the Michigan 
Derby be split into 2 divisions, each worth 
$20.000, provided enough 3-year-olds were 
available. The result was 2 of the best 
races of the entire Michigan season with 
Easy Spur and Redbird Wish in exciting 
victories.

OBITUARY 


Joseph L. Knight 


Joseph Lee Knight. of Jessamine 
County, Ky.. breeder of Thoroughbred and 
trotting horses, died Friday, February 5, 
at the Central Baptist Hospital, Lexington. 
He was 62. 

Mr. Knight owned Woodlawn Farm, 
where he bred the brothers Best Effort. 
winner of the Bashford Manor and Cowdin 
Stakes and Phoenix Handicap, and Near- 
way, winner of the D. J. Kenner and 
Youthful Stakes and the Rowe Memorial 
and Bowie Handicaps. Both horses _per- 
formed for the late C. C. Tanner. for 
whose account Nearway was purchased at 
the 1946 Saratoga sales for $14,000. 

Mr. Knight, a brother to the late Henry 
H. Knight. was a member of the Thor- 
oughbred Club of America and of the 
Lexington Trotting Horse Breeders’ 
ciation.

Survivors include Mrs. Knight. two 
daughters, Mrs. Harold D. Phillips and 
Mrs. Batie Watts, and two sons, J. B. and 
William Douglas Knight. all of Jessamine 
County. 


Miss Dorothy Paget 
Dorothy Wyndham Paget. who died sud- 


denly at her home in Buckinghamshire on 
February 8 at the age of 54, was the second 
daughter of Lord Queensborough (Almeric 
Hugh Paget) and Pauline Whitney, sister 
of H. P. Whitney and Payne Whitney. For 
2 decades, beginning in 1930, she was 
prominent in British racing, partly because 
she owned the great steeplechaser Golden 
Miller and the 1943 Derby winner Straight 
Deal, but mostly because of her huge ex- 
penditures in the purchase and mainten- 
ance of racing and breeding stock. 

Miss Paget’s Derby victory, in the war- 
time substitute race at Newmarket, was 
achieved with a Solario colt she had bred 
from an 1.800-guinea mare, but it was per- 
haps the most expensive Blue Riband in 
history. In her search for racing talent, 
Miss Paget had spent more lavishly than 
any contemporary owner. In 1936, when 
most bank accounts felt the pinch of de- 
pression. she paid the record price of 
15.000 guineas for the yearling Colonel 
Payne (Fairway—Golden Hair). which 
earned £344. In the late 1940’s, before her 
stud was dispersed. it was reported that 
she owned more than 400 horses in all. 

A victim of diabetes, Miss Paget had a 
more limited stable in the 1950’s, and in 
recent years she had made few appear- 
ances at race courses.

FEEDING 


Nutrition of the Horse 


By Dr. B. YOUMANS 


As a living organism, the horse has his 
own individual needs. The horse is a 
vertebrate animal, a mammal, a quadru- 
ped, and a herbivore; a non-ruminant 
belonging to the family of Equidae, which 
includes asses and zebras. The variety in 
which we are particularly interested is 
the Thoroughbred, but that has little basic 
significance in relation to his nutrition, 
since the nutrition and nutritive require- 
ments of all horses are about the same. 

Certain of these biologic characteristics 
of the horse are important in his nutritive 
needs as compared with other animals. 
The fact that he is a mammal has some 
bearing on his early nutritive needs, but

Dr. John Barlow Youmans, recently 
retired as dean of the College of Med- 
icine at Vanderbilt University and now 
technical director of research in the 
offices of the Surgeon General in Wash- 
ington. D. C.. is one of the nation’s 
leading scholars in the field of nutri- 
tion and is author of one of the im- 
portant books in that field. Nutritional 
Deficiencies. As a breeder of Thorough- 
breds on a small scale. he has more 
than a passing interest in the nutrition 
of horses. 

At a luncheon meeting of the Thor- 
oughbred Club of America at the Phoe- 
nix Hotel. Lexington, on January 30 
Dr. Youmans reviewed the basic re- 
quirements of the horse, insofar as they 
are known. In this issue and the next 
The Blood-Horse presents the text of 
his remarks. 


it is more important that he is herbivorous 
and non-ruminant. As a mammal, he gets 
his early food and nutrients from his 
mother’s milk. which places him for a time 
in the class of those who eat what might 
be classed as animal food. However, he 
soon begins to graze and passes fairly soon 
into a stage in which he consumes only 
vegetable matter. It is possible that the 
consumption of milk in his early life in- 
fluences the kind of bacteria in his in- 
testines. which, as we shall see later, has 
an important bearing on the needs and 
supply of certain vitamins. 

Of even more importance is the fact 
that he is a non-ruminant. Ruminants have 
the characteristic ability of producing a 
rather large number of vitamins in the 
rumen, which does not occur to the same 
extent in non-ruminants, although, as we 
shall see and as I have already said, even 
non-ruminants may produce some vitamins 
in their intestines. 

Herbivores also have another special

from the flesh of other animals. Herbi- 
vores consume vegetable food which is low 
in salt but high in potassium, which is the 
reason for salt licks and other practices 
which herbivorous animals follow to ob- 
tain salt. To some extent this may be true 
of other minerals. 


characteristic, 
animals. 


It is my intention to discuss the nutri- 
tional requirements in terms of the indi- 
vidual nutrients, to say something of the 
functions of those nutrients and the diffi- 
culties which arise when they are not 
supplied. I shall, however, have little to 
say of diagnosis of nutritional deficiency 
disease, or treatment. which is properly 
the function of the veterinarian. My re- 
marks on requirements will. of 
deal with prevention. In this connection 
| would like to quote from Smith and 
Jones’ textbook of Veterinary Pathology: 


course, 


“It is possible to demonstrate the indis- 
pensability of a large number of dietary 
substances by depriving experimental 
animals of them. While the usefulness of 
fundamental research is not questioned. 
casual perusal of a long list of abnormal- 
ities. which can be shown experimentally 
to follow withholding of various vitamins. 
minerals, or amino-acids. tends to confuse 
more than enlighten and accords to de- 


ficiencies a prominence which they do not 
possess in actual diagnosis and therapy.” 

Unfortunately. not as much is known of 
the nutritional requirements of the horse 
as of many other animals. In part this is 
due to the relatively smaller economic im- 
portance of the horse industry and in part 
to the expense and difficulty of experi- 
mentation with horses. The much greater 
knowledge of the nutrition of small ani- 
mals. such as the rat and dog. is partly 
the result of their use in experiments re- 
lated to human health and disease. which 
in turn is related to their relative cheap- 
ness. As in all animal experimentation. 
small animals can be bred and raised to 
maturity in a relatively short time. Food 
animals are killed relatively young. so 
that the problems of nutrition in adult life 
are of less interest. The modern dairy cow 
has become so developed as a milk factory 
that her nutritional requirements differ 
considerably from the natural state. Only 
in the case of breeding stock do other farm 
animals more nearly represent in this sense 
the horse. On the other hand, the only 
highly developed physical quality of the 
horse is the output of energy. which calls 
for rather simple nutritional qualities: 
provided other nutrients are supplied at 
maintenance levels. litthke more is needed. 

I have said that relatively less is known 
of the nutrient requirements of the horse 


than of many other animals. However, 
with respect to individual nutrients and the 
amount of some 36 individual nutrients, we 
have some knowledge of 19, and it is 
likely that the others are not needed, or 
are needed in such small amounts that 
deficiencies do not occur. 

In discussing nutritional requirements 
it is very important to distinguish between 
what the body actually needs and what it 
needs from outside itself. For example, 
the horse obviously needs carbohydrates, 
or starches, and minerals, and these it can 
get only from its feed. On the other hand, 
it needs certain vitamins. Some of these 
it can manufacture in its own body; others 
it must get in its food. Others, in contrast 
to some other animals, it does not need at 
all. | shall confine my discussion principal- 
ly to the nutrients the horse must get in 
its food or environment, with some re- 
marks on nutrients which it manufactures 
itself. but which are the subject of discus- 
sion in the nutrition of the horse. 

As is always the case, the needs of the 


growing animal differ with respect to 
breeding. pregnancy. lactation, and the 


various levels of work. I shall try to indi- 
cate some of these differences. 


Energy

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us start with the first, calories. Calories 
represent energy and are supplied by the 
burning of carbohydrates, protein, and fat. 
Under ordinary conditions the bulk of the 
calories is and should be furnished from 
carbohydrates. Protein is used mainly for 
growing tissue in the young and unborn 
foal, and for repair and maintenance in 
the adult. It is important to know, however. 
that. when inadequate calories are furn- 
ished from carbohydrate and fat. protein is 
burned for fuel, and this may lead to pro- 
tein deficiency. 


In horse nutrition formulae are used to 
bring the need for energy down to total 
usable calories and total food. Total food 
absorbed is the total of carbohydrates, 
protein, and fat eaten. minus the carbo- 
hydrates. protein, and fat lost in’ the 
feces. Absorbed Cx4, Px4. and Fx4 equals 
the metabolized calories. To translate this 
into ounces or pounds of feed. it is only 
necessary to know the composition of the 
feeds. This has been done many times. of 
course. and the common feeding allow- 
ances. such as 12 pounds of concentrate 
(oats) and 15 pounds of hay or roughage. 
furnish the needed amounts. provided the 
feed is of the proper quality. 


As might be expected. the number of 
calories needed for the young and _half- 
grown animal is considerably greater per 
unit of weight than for an adult animal. 


For example, the requirement for a 400- 
pound foal is nearly twice that of a non- 
working 1,400-pound horse. The require- 
ment for hard work is nearly twice that 
for idleness, and for extremes of energy 
over short periods, much greater. Preg- 
nancy and lactation require somewhat in- 
creased calories, and from carbohydrates 
if protein is to be spared. 


The best gauge of caloric sufficiency or 
excess is the body weight. The idea would 
to select the most efficient weight and ad. 
just the nutrition to maintain that weight. 
It is surprising that scales are not used 
more often to maintain horses in top 
physical condition. I do not remember 
having seen scales used daily or weekly at 
large stables. They may be. but I have not 
seen them. 


Protein 


As I have said, protein is needed _pri- 
marily for tissue building and/or main- 
tenance. As with energy, the need is great- 
er in the growing animal and during 
pregnancy and_ lactation. Actually. the 
amount for a young foal is about 3 times 
that needed for hard work in a grown 
horse. In this connection, it should be 
noted that a racing 2-year-old is both 
growing and working, though not working 
all the time. of course. Of equal or great- 
er importance than amount is the quality 


of the protein. It is a matter of the amino 
acids which form protein. Horses require 
certain amino acids, and if they are not 
supplied, they will have nutritional de- 
ficiency disease. 


Poor proteins do not have all these 
needed amino acids, or have them in in- 
sufficient amounts. However, a_ small 
amount of high-quality protein will carry 
a considerable amount of poorer protein, 
so that protein of less quality can be used 
satisfactorily, provided a certain amount 
of high-quality protein is fed with it. In 
general, green pasture and properly cured 
legume hay will furnish protein of high 
quality. The protein of grains, particularly 
oats, is of poorer quality, and corn is 
poorest. lacking tryptophane, an amino 
acid. However. when supplemented with 
high-quality protein, it is adequate. It is 
noteworthy that the young foal suckles and 
has a large intake of protein of a high 
quality. provided the milk is adequate. 
Even though the foal early consumes 
forage. this milk protein is of great im- 
portance securing early good 
growth, and becomes important 
when pasture is short or non-available. 


Fat. aside from furnishing calories (9 
per gram against 4 for carbohydrate and 
protein), has no special requirement for 
the horse. The essentiality of fatty acids 
has not been shown, and should some be

Vitamin A 


We come now to the vitamins. I have 
placed on the board a list of those that 
are known to be essential to the horse 
and which must be acquired from his food 
or environment. Let’s begin with vitamin 
A. The horse. being a vegetarian, does not 
eat animal products (except milk) which 
contain vitamin A, but must get it from 
carotene. which is found in and 
yellow plants. and in his body convert 
the carotene to vitamin A. Current evi- 
dence indicates that, except during preg- 
nancy and lactation, about 0.11 mg.. 
1/10.000 of a gram. of carotene per 2.2 
pounds of weight per day will be adequate. 
The requirement for a 1.000-pound horse 
would be about 1/850 of an ounce; in 
pregnancy and lactation, slightly more. 


green 


Lack of vitamin A interferes with breed- 
ing—it causes degeneration of the germ- 
inal epithelium and cornification of the 
vaginal epithelium in the female—and 
limits growth in the young. It may affect 
the epithelial tissues of the body. such as 
the skin and mucous membranes. such as 
those of the eye. A deficiency may also 
cause night blindness, or even poor vision 
in low light. Suggestive evidence that it 


can cause kidney stones has not been con- 
firmed. 

Fortunately. carotene is abundant in 
green forage. and if this is available, there 
is no need for special supplement. This is 
particularly true of the mare suckling a 
foal. It is also fortunate that horses, like 
other animals. store carotene well. so that 
reserves may carry over lean periods. How- 
ever. it should be known that leaves con- 
tain much more than stems. and the curing. 
especially sun-curing, causes large losses— 
as much as 80 per cent in 24 hours. Arti- 
ficial curing prevents much of this loss. 
but causes other losses. as we shall see 
later. Legumes are much richer than tim- 
othy, but good timothy may be better than 
poor legumes. and excessive exposure to 
sun and rain may reduce the vitamin A 
content to zero. Storage also causes losses. 
It should be noted that yellow corn is a 
good source of carotene. 


Vitamin D 


Vitamin D is perhaps the second most 
important vitamin for the horse, but, as 
with man. it is more needed during youth 
and growth than at maturity. Again. we are 
reminded that 2- and 3-year-old horses, 
and even 4-year-olds. are growing. Vitamin 
D is primarily concerned with the growth. 
development, and maintenance of bone. Its 
method of action is not known exactly. but 


it is closely bound up with calcium and 
phosphorus. 

Properly speaking. rickets is the result 
of a lack of vitamin D, but rickets-like 
disease can occur with lack of calcium or 
phosphorus. and the amount and relative 
proportion of calcium and phosphorus de- 
termine the amount of vitamin D needed. 

The amount of vitamin D needed by the 
horse is very small, about 36/100,000 of a 
gram for a 400-pound foal. and under or- 
dinary conditions this is easily supplied. In 
this case. although vitamin D is found in 
food, it is also supplied by the action of 
ultraviolet light. sunlight. on some fatty 
substances in the skin. Therefore. if the 
animal is exposed to a reasonable amount 
of sunshine. his requirement for vitamin 
D is supplied. However. under conditions 
of stall feeding. additional amounts from 
feed may be desirable. 

Fortunately. naturally cured hay of good 
quality. especially legume hay, supplies 
generous amounts by the action of sunlight 
on the fatty substances (sterols) in the 
hay. In this instance, artificial curing is 
harmful to the production of vitamin D. 
and such hays have much less D. It should 
also be noted that forced development and 
greatly increased growth of young horses 
by “forced” nutrition, of which I shall 
speak later, raises the requirement for 
vitamin D and might cause a deficiency

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unless care is taken to see that the 
amount supplied by sunshine or feed is 
adequate. 

Vitamin D lack in grown horses is very 
rare, as it is in adult humans, and is rep- 
resented, not by rickets, but by a lack of 
minerals—calcium and phosphorus—in the 
bones. This would be expected to occur 
only under extreme conditions. However, it 
must be remembered that the 2- and 3- 
year-old horse is still a growing horse. 

Vitamin D does not appear to be im- 
portant in pregnancy and lactation, except 
that a liberal intake during gestation helps 
to give the newborn a start, and mares’ 
milk is a relatively poor source of the 
vitamin, as is cows’ milk. 

Hypervitaminosis is possible. Excessive 
amounts of either vitamin A or vitamin D. 
may throw the system out of balance and 
impair the efficiency of the animal. 


Other Vitamins 


Niacin. which for man is the vitamin 
related to pellagra, is a definite require- 
ment for the horse. The amount needed 
daily has been estimated at 0.1 mg. per 
kilogram of weight, and is the same for 
all ages and for all degrees of work. It is 
slightly greater in pregnancy and _ lacta- 
tion. The vitamin has a wide distribution 
in feeds, and a deficiency in the common 
rations of horses is very unlikely. All 
cereals except corn are good sources. Leafy 
materials. especially alfalfa, are fair 
sources. It is likely that the horse manu- 
factures some in his body. , 

Folic acid is a vitamin which is reqtired 
by the horse. but its exact significance is 
unknown. In man it is related to the pro- 
duction of blood. and a deficiency gives 
rise to an anemia. Folacin is widely dis- 
tributed in green plants and may also be 
synthesized in the intestine. In the absence 
of further information, it is unlikely that 
a lack of folacin will occur in the horse on 
any reasonable diet. 

Thiamine, riboflavin, and pyridoxine 
are 3 additional vitamins definitely re- 
quired by the horse. The first of these. 
thiamine. or B,. is the vitamin which in 
man is related to beri-beri and to a neu- 
ritis in birds. It has been reported that a 
deficiency of thiamine is responsible for 
disturbances of the nervous system in 
horses. weakness and _ inco-ordination. 
However, the experimental ration was also 
deficient in other vitamins. In any event. 
the likelihood of a deficiency is very re- 
mote, because the horse synthesizes it in 
his intestine. and whole grains are rich 
sources. Only under conditions of gross 
interference with intestinal function would 
a deficiency be expected to occur. 

Riboflavin is also present in large 
amounts in the food, notably in green, 
leafy forages. It, too, is synthesized in the 
gut, and hence the requirements of the 
horse are met except under very unusual 
conditions. Lack of riboflavin causes

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changes in the skin, mucous membranes, 
and eyes of man, and in the horse has 
been thought to be related to periodic 
ophtalmia or “moon blindness.” All of 
you are probably familiar with the work 
done by Dr. Jones at the Front Royal 
Remount Station. Despite this, this theory 
has not been definitely confirmed, and con- 
siderable doubt exists as to its correctness. 
As many of you probably know, an in- 
festation with leptospira is now believed 
possibly to be the cause of this disease. 
Nevertheless, riboflavin remains an im- 
portant vitamin for the horse, even though 
he can ordinarily obtain adequate sup- 
plies from his feed and his intestine. 

Pyridoxine is one of the latest vitamins 
to be found necessary for both horses and 
men. Its function is related to the blood. 
to nerve degeneration, and the skin. Again, 
the horse is able to synthesize it, and it 
is quite rich in the grains which make up 
so much of the horse ration. This no doubt 
accounts for the fact that, although it is 
important for the horse, no reports of de- 
ficiencies have appeared. 

Biotin is reported to be required by the 
horse, although its function is rather un- 
certain. It, too, is probably synthesized by 
the horse. Animal feeds have been little 
studied for their biotin content, but the 
fact that no evidence of deficiency has 
been reported makes it likely that intes- 


tinal synthesis takes adequate care of the 
needs, 


The need of the horse for pantothenic 
acid is problematical, but if needed, it, 
like biotin and others, can be supplied by 
synthesis. and in addition it is widely dis- 
tributed in feeds commonly fed to horses. 

Of the remaining vitamins, only 2 are 
worth our attention: vitamin E and vitamin 
C. ascorbis acid. Vitamin E has been known 
as the fertility vitamin, and so in the past 
has been widely discussed. It is necesary 
for reproduction in the rat, but such a re- 
quirement has not been demonstrated for 
man or the horse. It has, however. been 
shown to have other relationships, of which 
the most interesting is that to muscular 
disease represented by “stiff lamb” dis- 
ease. It also may have relations with other 
vitamins, especially as a protector against 
destruction of vitamin A. The vitamin is 
so widely distributed in foods, especially 
in green forage. leafy materials, and 
cereal grains, that any deficiency is very 
unlikely. 

Vitamin C plays an important role. but 
it is not a dietary need for the horse. The 
only question which arises is whether the 
synthesis in the body is always adequate 
for the need. Although abundant in some 
green foods, in the cow it appears to be 
destroyed in the rumen. Shortages have 
been reported in relation to the potency 


of stallions. and the blood levels of C are 
reported higher in good mare breeders. It 
is also reported that blood values vary 
with accessibility to pasture, being lowest 
in the spring before pasture, rising with 
spring pasture, dropping some during the 
summer, and rising again with fall pasture. 
This suggests the supplementary value of 
vitamin C in the diet under conditions. 

In closing this discussion of the vitamins, 
I wish to emphasize 3 points. The first is 
that a number of vitamins needed by other 
animals are not needed by the horse. Sec- 
ond, many that the horse needs he manu- 
factures for himself in his own body. 
Third. those that he needs from his food 
are almost always abundant in the foods 
which are fed, provided they are of good 
quality and fed in sufficient amounts. In 
this connection, the use of the pasture is 
of great importance. and if not employed, 
greater care must be exerted in barn 
feeding. 

Finally. a word of caution. The produc- 
tion of vitamins in the intestine depends 
partly on the kind of food fed. The nat- 
ural food of the horse may be expected to 
favor the production of the vitamins he 
needs. The use of unusual or artificially 
manufactured products or by-products may 
interfere with intestinal function and the 
production of vitamins.
